That the “ balance of tra d e ” in 
the parcel post departm ent of the 
local post office is in favor of .La 
Crosse is the main feature of a re­ 
port on the new service recently com­

The report 
covers the period from October I to 
15, inclusive. 
The report in part 
says: 
“ There were handled 13,17:1 par­ 
cels, a daily average of 880 pieces. 
There were 792 4 parcels dispatch­ 
ed. with a total postage paid 
of 
$09 7.01. 
There was a total weight 
dispatched of 12,124 pounds, making 
an average weight for each parcel of 
2 4 !*> ounces, and an average post­ 
age of 9 cents. 
The greater number 
of parcels went to the third zone. 
“ The num ber of parcels 
received 
was 5273, of which 2,051 were de­ 
livered by the parcel post automobile 
and 24 8J small parcels delivered by 
the letter carriers, and the balance 
of those received, 
being delivered 
through the general delivery window 
and boires.” 
This shows there were 2651 par­ 
c e l s m ore sent out of La Crosse than 
received, a balance in trade in fav­ 
or of La Crosse. 
The report shows 
that 
it cost about 2 
cents per 
package to deliver 
by automobile, 
which is very reasonable considering 
the square miles in the city limits 
that have to be covered. 
There is a marked increase in the 
number of packages handled, which 
shows that the merchants and poo- 
pie in general are waking up to the 
advantages of the parcel post sys­ 
tem. 
The Eau Claire post office handled 
a total of 6155 parcels during the 
same period, but their report shows 
they receive 769 more parcels than 
they sent out.
